PRINT THE PAY-ROLL. 


COUNCIL DEOIDES TO MAKE IT PUB- 
LIO PROPERTY. 


The Democrats Angered at What They Say 
Is Taking an Important Plank Out of 
Their Platform Aid. Sexten Critfcises 

Mayor Swift and Is Answered Vigor- 

 ouslyeThe Illinois Central Railroad 
Ordered to Remove Its Objectionable 
Turnstiles. 


Ald. Noble introduced an ordinance for the 
publication of the city pay-rolis monthly at 
the meeting of the Council last evening and it 
was pussed after a somewhat heated discus- 
sion, mostly of a political nature. There is a 
plank in the Democratic platform providing 
for the publication of the city pay-rolls. Act- 
ing Mayor Swift has anticipated this by actu- 
ally causing them to be published. This has 
angered the Democrats. They were furious 
last evening when Ald. Noble’s ordinance was 
presented. They accused the Alderman of 
the Thirty-first of trying to steal their thun- 
der, They were disposed to oppose it at first, 
but thought better of it. The level-headed 
Democratic members knew it would be dan- 
gerous at this to declare against the pro- 
rownceuneny of thet own platform and Ald. 
Noble’s ördinance was passod, Ald. El- 
lert, a Democrat, being the only one who 
voted ju the negative. 

The ordinance and preamble are as follows: 

Wrereas, It isa matter of legitimate interest 
to the taxpayers of this city as to how the public 
funds are expepded; and, 

Wurms, The public is interested in knowing 
for what public services rehdered by its employés 
the city pays; therefore be it ordained by the 
City Council of the City of Chicago: 

Sec. I. It shall be and is hereby made the 
duty ofthe City Controller to report to this 
Council that the same may be published in the 
current proceedings thereof each and every pay- 
roll upon which he shall make payments to any 
employés of the city, such pay-rolls to contain the 
name and place of residence of each employé, 
and shall indicate services for which such em- 
ployé is paid. 

Soc. 2. Such reports hereby required shall be 
made by the Controller to this Council as often 
as once each month, and each report so made 
shall contain all the pay-rolls upon which pay- 
ments have been made during the time covered 
by said report. 

Moves for Immediate Passage. 


Before the Clerk had finished the reading of 
the ordinance Coughlin, Ellert, and other 
Democratic Aldermen were shouting for a 
reference tothe Judiciary committee. But 
Ald. Noble had not yieided the floor, and Ald. 
Kent, who was in the chair, recognized him 
as he moved for a suspension of the rules to 
put the ordinance on its passage. 

The Demodcrats hesitated. They did not 
want to go on record against the consider@-., 
tion of the ordinance, and the motion to sus- 
pend the rules prevailed ona viva-voce vote. 

Ald. MeGillen was thoroughly angered at 
the weakness of his brethren, and said: 
There's no occasion for such an ordinance. 
The Democratic platform provides for a pub- 
lication of the pay-rolls and John P. Hopkins 
will have them published when he is Mayor. 
But this ordinance involves an expenditure of 
meney and should be referred to the Finance 
committee.” 

The chair ruled against McGillen on this 
point and Ald. Madden took the floor in sup- 
port of thé ordinance. He made a ringing 
speech in its favor. “It is only right and 
proper, he said, that the people should 
now. how their money is spent, The law con- 
templates that the pay-rolls shall 
public inspection. We know that has not 
been the case. Butif it were the ordinary 
taxpayer has not the time to spare to examine 
the manuscript pay-rolls. The Aldermen 
are directors of the corporation, and every 
taxpayer isa stockholder, and it is bis right 
as such stockholder'to know whose names are 
on the pay-roll. No honest employé of the 
city is afraid to have his name printed 
against the amount of his stipend. Applause 
in the gallery. | 

Ald, Sexton here tried to get the Democrats 
out of the tangle and supported the ordinance. 
But he took occasion to branch off into an at- 
tack on Mayor Swift, who was not present. 
The acting Mayor, he said, promised before 
he was elected he would preserve things as 
they were, that he would make no removal 
from office, and that he would only make 
necessary appointments. 

„ Well.“ continued the Alderman, “he has 
removed Mr. Schwab, who has attended to his 


who, since his dismissal, as I note by the pub- 
lic press, has been practicing the arts of po- 
litical intimidation in this ward. This is not 
honorable. This is not fair. It is not

Kent Defends Mayor Swift. 
Chairman Kent came tothe rescue of Mr. 
Swift. 

It is not scemly,“ he said, in the Alder- 
man from the Twenty-fifth Ward to attack 
the Mayor in his absence and to make accusa- 
tions against him which cannot be sustained. 
It is unkind, ungentlemanly, and unmauly. 
Mr. Swift made no such promises as have 
been indicated. I was a member of the com- 
mittee that arranged the peace before the 
election. The arrangoment did not imply 
that persons perniciously active in politics 
should be retained. It only implied that 
heads of departments should be main- 
tained and that the city should not be redis- 
tricted.”’ 

Ald. Mann followed Ald. Kent and said: 
„There has been a great deal of talk about 
Shippy’s reinstatement. As a matter of fact 
his reinstatement as Lieutenant was on the 
recommendation of Inspector Hunt, under 
whom he had served formerly. It also had 
the approval of Supt. Brennan. 
and Brennan. are Democrats. Does a non- 
partisan police force mean that nobody but 
Democrats shall be officers in it? But all 
these matters do not affect the publication of 
the pay-rolls, and I fully indorse Ald. Noble’s 
ordinanee.”’ 

Ald. McGillen spoke again and said the pub- 
lication was intended to slur the foreign-born 
citizens who worked with spade, or pick, or 
ax. It was an exhibition of offensive 
Americanism. 

Ald. Noble said: But it is in accord with 
your much-lauded platform.“ He moved the 
previous question, which -prevailed, to the 
annoyance of Ald. Ryan, who had another 
Democratic speech to deliver and was shut 
off! The ordinance was then put upon its 
passage and adopted, 58 to 1. 

Illinois Central Turnstiles Must Go, 
Ald. Madden introduced an ordinance de- 
claring the turnstiles along the line of the 
Illinois Central railroad company within the 
city limits public nuisances and providing for 
their summary abatement and removal. 
The people of the South Side have spoken 
in no uncertain tones against these turn- 
stiles,’ he said. It is impossible now for 
people to travel the streets upon which they 
have the right. The time has come when we 
should protest against any railroad company 
so usurping the rights of the people. I move 
vou that the rules be suspended for the pur- 
pose of passing the ordinance.”

IT GIVES A SHELTER. 


FLOOK TO NEW QUARTERS, 


Rooms in a Wabash Avenue Business 
House Hired for Use of the Homefless— 
Part of the Gougar-Stead Collection 
Used for Its Rent- Food Comes in to 
the City Hall from the Charitable 
Sandwiches, Coffee, and ets Are 
Furnished=Plans for Aid Formfng. 

The heart-sickening scene of destitution, 
hunger, and homelessness which ‘has been 
witnessed for two weeks past in the cerridors 
of the City Hall, and which has stirred the 
heart of humanity all over the city, and far 
away us well, was last night partially trans- 
ferred to Nos, 346 and 348 Wabash avenue. 

These premises are in the new seven-story 

brick building of the National Printing and 

Engraving Company, and consist of two nar- 

row store-rooms, one of which was formerly 

ocegpied as a restaurant, and the other of 

which was fitted up for but never used as a 

cheap vaudeville theater. The means of pre- 

viding this shelter was furnished by the $5237 
collected by Mrs. Gougar at Central Music 


Hall Sunday night. The actual .work 
of putting the plan into execution 
must be credited to Chief Brennan, 


Inspector Ross, Matron Lizzie Waller, and 
Mrs. Mary A. Ahrens. The premises have 
been rented for one month for $100 in ad- 
vanco, 

As soon as the unfortunate men began to 
assemble at the City Hall last evening they 
were informed that they could be admitted 
there no longer, and were directed to their 
new house of refuge. When they had all ac- 
cepted the invitation the scene on Wabush 
avenue was in some respects more pitiful and 
heartrending than at the City Hall. The num- 
der that squeezed into these storerooms last 
night was variously estimated from 1,400 to 
1,500. There were no beds or bedding ex- 
cept some small gray blankets, and there was 
absolutely no ventilation. By 9 o'clock the 
floor of one room was covered with prostrate 
forms, arranged in three tiers that stretched 
from wall to wall. In the other room the 
place of the middle tier was occupied by a 
dense throng of men standing on their feet. 


Food for the Hungry. 


Large quantities of prepared food were de- 
livered at the City Hall by unknown donors 
all duy yesterday, and these stores were sent 
to the new quarters. They were reinforced 
there by still other donations. H. H. Kohisaat 
gave barrels of coffee, the Christian Endeavor 
Union furnished mountains of sardines, D. F.

‘Orders were received by the Lieutenants of

were given the same orders. The dog 
watch men, who go out at 4 o'clock, were 
ordered not to go out, and the day men were 
also ordered to come to the station at 6 
o'clock and stay there until relieved.

GOLD BALANCE DOWN TO $83,571,000. 


beatae from the Ten-Day Statement of 
the Treasury Department. 

- WasHincTon. D. C., Dec. 11.—The ten 
days statement issued by the Treasury De- 
partment today shows that the gold balance is 
$83,571,000. The currency balance is $11,- 
600,000, making the net balance slightly 
over $95,000,000. In view of the 
heavy . disbursements made to date. 
$12,200,000, of which $6,000,000 
was for pensions, the balance 
has kept up remarkably well. The receipts 
thus far this month have agg ted $10,- 
860,000, which is a considerable increase 
over the corresponding period of November. 
They indicate a total for the month of 828, 
000,000, while the receints for November 
were only about $24,000,000. Pension pay- 
ments this month, however, will aggregate 
more than $13,000,000, an excess over 
last month of about $1,500,000. This is ac- 
counted for by the fact that the agencies at 
which 8 are paid this month have more 
old soldiers on the rolls than the agencies 
paid in November. The increase shown in 
the receiptais principally from internal reve- 
nue, tho some of the money comes 
from changes in 11 officers, a 
change necessitatnmg the balances to be 
turned into the Treasury only to be reissued 
again when the pew men qualify. Customs 
receipts continue to decline. Receipts from 
this source at the. port of New York for the 
first ten days of December for the 
last two years shows: 1892, $3,271,913:

Different kinds 
of ores have been brought from there by 
hunters, anda trapper named Raymond dis- 
covered coal several years ago. but would never 
divulge the exact location. He entered into 
arrangements with a Saginaw lumber firm to 
develop the mine, but a dispute arose and he 
disappeared, taking the secret with him.

The Preachers Blood Boils Over Tales 
That Come to His Eari—He Criticises 
Schimittberger’s “ Wave of Purification” 
The Rev. E. A. Schell Stirs Up the 
Blood of Gotham Methodist Ministers 

-and Tells Them Some Plain Things 
New Play by Oscar Wilde, 


New York, Dec. 11.— [Special. —Some 
things came to the ears of the Rev. Dr. Charles 
H. Parkhurst today which at the close of a 
very busy day set him to talking. Before he 
spoke about thoge things of which he had heard 
Dr. Parkhurst told with satisfaction of how 
his society had been aiding many homeless 
women of the town who had come to him and 
expressed a desire to be assisted in living and 
in leading better lives. He said that 
not a few had been regarded as prom- 
ising cases and had been given money 
and provided with homes. The doctor 
announced that there were now seven places 
in the city to which he was sending the girls. 
At these places they would be made comfort- 
able and would be cared for. In addition to 
that offers were coming from families out- 
side the city in which there were no children 
to give the outcasts comfortable homes whére 
they could work for a living. 

Dr. Parkhurst was asked if he had oat 
formed a conclusive opinion of what he 
termed Sunday “ the Schmittberger wave of 
purification,“ and it was then that he began 
to say things which are characteristic. 

**IT scarcely know what to think of Schmitt- 
berger,“ said the reformer, lying back in his 
easy chair. “Schmittberger is deep. I, of 
course, know something of the condition of 
the precinct whence he went to the ‘ Tender- 
loin’ and I know what heis doing now. In 
judging his motives you must look at those 
things which are on the surface and there may 
be some things which are out of sight. 

Now Capt. Schmittberger in the Tender- 
loin has been particularly gallant in attacking 
one form of vice, and hurling these poor 
women out into the street, but I do not see 
that he has brought about any change in the 
enforcement of the excise law. 


Puzzled by Schmittberger. 


„ Schmittberger’s gallantry should not be 
too rigidly confined to either sex. There is 
that wild, erratic way of going into things we 
see here that leads one to wondering on what 

rinciple they are proceeding. Why does not 
he sweep the entire precinct? That's what I 
can’t understand. ‘hy doesn’t he tackle mu- 
sic halls? That's what puzzles me. No, sir; I 
don’t put an ounce of confidence in those fel- 
lows till Isee them going at it with clean hands, 
determined to do their full duty as they find 
it. They should take the lawas the Legisla- 
ture put it on the statute books, and should 
That they are not doing. 
Schinittberger is making a deal of a 
row overewhat he is domg, . it is only a 
portion of his precinct that he is attempting 
to sweep up. If he, as the head of the 
Tenderloin, meant business he simply would 
issue his instructions from his station house, 
and say, ‘These illegal things must stop.’ 
There is no more necessity for his going 
around picking out a house here and there 
and arresting persons than there would be for 
him to collect evidence in person. They 
would stop.“ 

Dr. Parkhust had risen from his easy 
chair now and was pacing the floor. “It 
would be with him there just as it would be 
with the Superintendent in the city. When 
the Superintendent says ‘The gambling- 
houses must not run on Manhattan Island to- 
night’ they do not run. The police 
have all the power in their hands. 
When Schmittberger says they must stop 
they stop. There is nothing, absolutely 
nothing the Police Department cannot do, 
But you see howit is. The Captain falls 
back on the Inspectors, the Inspectors 
on the Superintendent, the Superintendent 
on the Police Commissioners, and the Poliee 
Commissioners on Tammany Hall. That is 
the story of our whole machine difficulty in 
this city—more mischief than difficulty. And 
the more I hear the more l'm con- 
vinced that the trouble does not lie 
with any police Captain or any 
Police Superintendent. The trouble lies 
deeper. They are merely the tools. From 
oneend of the city to the other’ there is 
scarcely a man who does not have to dosome- 
thing to square himself with the organization, 
and he dare not say 80. 

Crushing Out Free Speech. 

„J have been hearing things today,” he 
said, speaking with great rapidity, ** which 
make my blood boil. A poor artist came to 
me. He had been struggling to make 
a living and had been beaten from pillar to 
post.

If 200 of the men who are 
being wrenched by this tiger would stand up 
and tell the truth of what th®y are subjected 
to they could dare them. 

A man came to me tonight to talk to me, 
knowing that the first 4 tee dares to lisp in 
public he will be thrown out of employment 
of the corporation he works for, and it isa 
great corporation. If there should be a 
change he would be the bravest of the lot. 
What we want are men who will tell what 
they know.

Dynamite with a Plot Back of It. 


The mystérious package of dynamite with 
fuse and caps which was found Saturday ina 
bag of coffee shipped to the city on the Ward 
line steamer City of Washington from Mex- 
ico was takeh this morning from Old Slip 
Station to police headquarters. It is thought 
by experts that it was part of a 
plot .to blow up the steamer City 
of Washington. Walter R. Johnson of the 
New York Fire Department said it was man- 
ufactured by Alfredo Nobel. It was made, he 
said,so that it could destroy the ship three 
different ways. The fuse was made of tarred 
rope filled with gunpowder. On the end of 
the fuse were two detonators. Two more 
were attuched to the dynamite cartridge. It 
could be exploded by concussion or by heat, 
or, these failing, the tarred rope and gunpowder 
might fire the oily coffee bagging and thus 
fire the ship. ‘The dynamite was of a

Oscar Wildes New Play Produced, 
Much of the interest of this evening theatri- 
cally centered in the production by Miss Rose

is interesting in story and brilliantly cynital 
in dialogue.

Salvini in Zamar.“ 


A large and very friendly audience greeted 
Alexander Salvini tonight at the Star Theater 
on the first production in New York of the 
new play of Zamar.“ written for hia by 
Paul Kester. The piece was seen at the Wal- 
nut Street Theater, Philadelphia, last month. 
It is elaborately staged and richly costumed, 
and Mr. Salvini as Zamar made. strenuous 
efforts to make it a success. But the scenes 
were g@rong only when Salvini was on the 
stage. In most other instances they fell flat, 
and it was the dash, energy. and spirit of the 
romantic and picturesque actor that carried it 
through. As it was, part of the final act was 
wearisome and there were numerous anti- 
climaxes and evidences of inex peri- 
ence in construction on the part of 
the author. There is more promise 
than performance in the story of the 
play. The drawing of character is vague and 
the scenes depicted and the plot scarcely war- 
rant ‘the lavish expenditure incurred. Some 
of the dialogue is fair, but not a little of it is 
suggestive of the knight and warrior of the 
weekly story paper. The yeutpful author 
was led out on the stage by Mr. Saivini at the 
end of the third act.

New Yorx, Dec, 11.—|Special.|— From 
Chicago Signora Fauny Zampini Salazar, the 
representative of Italy to the Woman’s De- 
partment at the World’s Fair, has come to 
New York to continue her work, The success 
and completeness of the book, Old Strug- 
gies and New Hopes,“ in which the Countess 
Salazar embodied her reports to the Italian 
Government concerning women’s institutions 
in England. led to her being chosen as the 


most fitting person to study the clubs and in- 


stitutions of women in America. 

Since her departure from Chicago, after a 
last week of delightful entertainment, Countess 
Salazan has been much annoyed by the pub- 
lication of a report that she, in common with 
a number of other women of foreign countries, 
had been obliged to dispose of the goods 
which she had brought here to sell ata tre- 
mendous sacrifice and was in New.York in a 
destitute condition. : 

To begin with,“ she said today, at the Ho- 
tel Normandie, I had no goods to sell: The 
Countess di Brazza and myself came here in a 
quite different way from what this would 
seem to indicate. She had an exhibit of lace 
made by the Italian peasantry, while the only 
thing I brought beside myself was a collec- 
tion of books written by Italian women, my- 
self included, which were not intended for 
sale. When I heard there was going to be a 
permanent woman’s exhibit | gave those 
books to this exhibition, and we will havea 
little library of our work all to ourselves. 

Any one who desires to know anything of 
me and my position need go no further than 
to ask it of the Italian Ambassador, to whose 
eare I was committed by my government. 
The Ambassador introduced me to Mrs. 
Palmer, and with his wife 1 intend soon to 
give a social entertainment of the sort I like 
best, with not only a lecture, but music and a 
reception and flowers und 8 and all

MAYOR SWIFT ENLIGHTENS VOTERS 
‘ON MUNICIPAL AFFAIRS. 


To Workingmen in Bricklayers’ Hall He 
Relates the Measures of Relief for the 
Unemployed Decided on by the Council 
At a Great Meeting in His Own Ward 
He Presents the Need of Condacting 
the City on Careful Business Principles 

Addresses 15,000 People. 


Mayor Swift was in great demand last night. 
Besides attending the Council meeting he 
spoke at four widely separated points on the 
West Side. Each of the halls iu which he 
spoke was crowded to its fullest capacity, and 
in all probably 15,000 persons heard him 
speak. A noticeable feature was the large 
number of women present, especially at the 
Princess Opera-House and the old wigwam. 

The Mayor went directly from the Council 
Chamber to Bricklayers’ Hall, Peoria and 
Monroe streets. This hall was filled with 
workingmen and their friends. They were en- 
thusiastic and cheered many of Mayor Swift's 
statements, especially his plans for putting 
the city government on a sound business 
basis. From herehe went tothe Princess 
Opera-House, No. 560 West Madison street. 
This meeting was in charge of the Eleventh 
Ward Republican club, and the ward is the 
Mayor’s own. Fully 3,500 people were in 
the building, and every inch of room was 
taken. The immense floor space of the old 
wigwam, Van Buren street and Oakley ave- 
nue, was hardly large enough toaccommodate 

hose who wished to get in, about one-quarter 

being women. It was nearly 11 o’clock when 
the Mayor left for Fasking’s Hall, No. 3012 
Archer avenue, but late as the hour was a 
large crowd had waited for Mr. Swift, and he 
was well rewarded for the long trip. 

Bricklayers’ Hall was uncomfortably crowd- 
ed when Mayor Swift arrived. Many were 
,workingmen, and nota few workingmen out 
ofajob. They gave Mr. Swift a great recep- 
tion when he entered and listened attentively 
to what he had tosay. At many points they 
applauded vigorously. Upon the platform

H. Kleiver, Com. MeNichols. Mr. Swift, being 
introduced, said: 


I bave just come from a meeting of the City 
Council, where Iam happy to say the members 
of that body for once acted as a unit and made 
arrangements for the shelter of the homeless 
men who, the Chief of Police tells me, have, to 
the number of 1.500. slept on the cold floors of 
the City Hall. I am happy to say that we re- 
ceived our first check for the help of these men 
from a charitable woman, who sent $100 to pay the 
rent of two lofts on Wabash avenue. Acommittee 
from the Council was appointed to confer with 
the Chicago Civic Confederation and to care for 
the 100,000 men out of employment. 

Think of these men out of employment and 
men drawing salaries from the city for nothing 
whatsoever. Pay-rolls stuffed! There was 
a pay-roll on my desk this even- 
ing at. if I were to tell you 
how bad it was, you would think I was talk- 
ing to gain votes, and of all things I hate a dem- 
agogue. But do you think a bill for $18,000 for 
street inspectors’ salaries for one month is an 
honest bili? I don’t. 


Deficit in the Treasury. 


I found when I was chosen as Mayor ad interim 
that, unknown tothe taxpayers, there was a large 
deficit in the Treasury. One of my first acts upon 
assuming the duties of Mayor was to order the 
police to clear the city of the toughs and thugs 
with which it was infected. The police com- 
plained that they were handicapped by the work 
of the Justices. Then I called these men to meet 
the police, and after a two hours’ ses- 
sion the matter was settled. If I 
elec Mayor. I shall insist that the 
police shail not do partisan duty. 
The police have done partisan duty under Ro- 
publicans as well as under the Democrats and 
they have been pulled this way and that. But if 
I am elected I will see to it that they do police 
work and nothing else.

KITTSON HEIRS ARE OVERJOYED. 


By a Supreme Court Decision They Secure 
a Large Amount of Money. 

Sr. Paul, Minn., Dec. 11.—The heirs to the 
vast estate of the late Norman W. Kittson are 
holding a family reunion and jubilee 
over the decision. today by 
the United States Supreme Court 
awarding them between $4,000,000 and 
$5,000,000. The case is the most famous in 
the history of the Northwest and has been in 
the courts since 1879. About 1876 the St. 
Paul and Pacific railway (now known as the 
Great Northern), went into the hands 
of Jesse P. Farley as receiver. After a few 
years most of the bonds of the company, 
which had been previously owned by capital- 
ists in Holland, found .their way into the 
hands of James J. Hill, President of the 
Great Northern road, Norman W. Kittson, and 
two well-known capitalistsof Montreal. When 
the deal had been turned Farley brought suit 
against Hill and  Kittson, demanding 
an accounting, alleging in his complaint that 
he had arranged with them and the receiver 
to depress the property of the road to such a 


degree that Hill and Kittson could purchase 


the property for a song. After over fourteen 
years of litigation the case ends in 
the complete defeat of Farley. Nor- 
man W. Kittson died on a Chicago 
and Northwestern train near Howard, III., 
May 12, 1888, and the estate was turned over 
to the St. Paul Trust company for settlement, 
but owing to the Farley suit no money could 
be paid to the heirs. latter are eleven 
in number, and each will receive over 
$400,000. Six of them live in St. Paul. 
The others are James 8. Kittson 
and Louis Kittson, the well-known Erden- 
heim horseman; Mrs. Charles Weaver of Chi- 
cago, Mrs. Charles Heath of New York, and 
George Kittson of Montreal. The trust com- 

iny will begin turning over the estate of the 
8 at once, about $1,000,000 of it being in 
money. 


ITS CABLE SLOWER THAN THE MAILS, 


An Associated Press Mtem Which Had 
Been Known from Exchanges. 

New York, Dec. 11.—Saturday afternoon, 
Dec. 9, the Associated Press sent out to 
the papers which take its report an item dated 
London to the effect that the Royal Geo- 
graphical Society had received news that the 
African exploration expedition headed by the 
American explorer, William Astor Chan- 
ler,, was stranded near Mount Kenia; 
that the animals carrying the stores 
had perished; that Mr. Chanler was waiting 
for succor from the coast, and that it was 
doubtfui if the necessary supplies would ever 
reuch him.

electric cable. in fact had reached the Western 


world by the slower but dryer medium known. as 
the trans-atlantic mail. When the information 
was printed it was already in every newspaper 
office in New York that numbers Nature and the 
Atheneum on its list of foreign periodicals.

OASE AGAINST THE FEDERAL JUDGE 
Is DISMISSED, : 


District-Attorney Hammel at Milwaukee 
Declines to Prosecute the Plankinton 
Bank Indictments Against Him, Saying 
He Could Not Secure a Coriviction= 
Ex-Senator Spooner for the Defendant 
Pleads for a Trial of the Case, but the 
Prosecutor Is Obdurate. 

Mitwavuxegz, Wis., Dec. 11.—[Special.]— 
Against the vigorous objections of Judge 
Jenkins, District-Attorney Hammel today 
entered a nollie prosequi as to all indictments 
found by the grand jury against him. 
means he is ro longer a defendant in the pro- 
ceedings against the direetors of the Plank- 
inton Bank, of which he is a member. 

The matter came up this morning before 
Judge D. H. Johnson of the Circuit Court on 
a motion made by Judge Jenkins through his 
counsel, ex-Senator John C. Spooner, for a

separate and early trial. The motion was 
granted and District-Attorney Hammel said he 
was not willing to try Judge Jenkins alone, as 
he was certain that by a separate trial he 
could not convict him, and therefore he 
would nolle the proceedings. Mr. Spooner 
objected to this action on the part of the Dis- 
trict-Attorney and beseeched him not to nolle 
the proceedings, but to give Judge Jenkins a 
chance to vindicate himself and his name be- 
‘fore the people by a trial of the case on its 
merits. District-Attorney Hammel said he 
could not comply with ex-Senator Spooner’s 
request and added that he thought Judge 
Jenkins had the best defense of any of those 
indicted. 

As a basis for his motion ex-Senator 
Spooner submitted the following points: 

1. That Judge Jenkins, as a Judge of the Unit- 
ed States Circuit Court, endeavoring to discharge 
his duty in the State and out, the uncertainty as 
to the time of the trial would be of constant em- 
barrassment. 

2. That his codefendants had raised or intend- 
ed to raise objections to the validity of the in- 
dictments, and they weuld challenge the juris- 
diction of the court, while Judge Jenkins bad in- 
structed his counsel from the beginning of the 
proceedings to do neither, but to insist upon an 
early trial of the proceedings cn the merits, and 
to take no advantage of any technicalities which 
might result in his favor; that unless a separate 
trial was granted he would be in no position to 
waive the alleged defects in the indictments. 

8. That Judge Jenkins was absent from the city 
and from the State when the deposits set forth in 
the indictment were received at the bank and ac- 
cepted by the bank and was innocent of the of- 
fenses charged or of any offense whatever. 

4. That the testimony that he expected to in- 
troduce in his defense would differ in many re- 
spects from the testimony which would be intro- 
duced in the defense of his codefendants. 

District-Attorney Hammel opened the pro- 
ceedings by the reading of an affidavit made 
by himself. In that affida vit he said the de- 
fendant, Judge Jenkins, had not shown suffi- 
cient redsons to entitle him to a separate trial. 
He said he was informed and believed that 
J * Jenkins had been in attendance at all 
of the meetings of the drreetors of the Plank 
inten Bank which were held between Jan. 1, 
1893, and the date of the closing of the 
bank; that at a meeting held May 16, 1893. 
he was informed, and he believed, that 
Judge Jenkins was present, took part 
in the proceedings of the directors, and 
discussed the proceedings of the direct- 
ors, as a member of that body, and had 
moved that William Plankinton, Vice-Presi- 
dent of the bank, be instructed to actas a 
committee to call upon and negotiate with 
other banks of the city the assets of the 
Plankinton Bank, with reference to the trans- 
fer of the assets and the assumption of the 
obligations of the bank. He said in his affi- 
davit that if a separate trial should be granted 
important evidence and testimony might be

excluded which would be admissible on a 
joint trial of allof the defendants, and that 
because of the probability of such evi- 
dence and testimony being rej by 
the court it would work a hardship on the 
State and would be prejudicial to the State. 
He said that by a separate trial the othes de- 
fendants would be given an undue advantage, 
and in his opinion justice required a joint 
trial of all defendants. Continuing his argu- 
ment, District-Attorney Hammel cited cases 
to show that the only reason for granting a 
separate trial was because of antagonism 
among the defendants, but was sat down on 
by Judge Johnson, who remarked that, while 
the citations were of great benefit to him, they 
had no bearing on the point at issue, but if he 
had cases which were to the point he would 
be glad tu hear them. 
Spooner’s Plea for a Trial. 


Ex-Senator Spooner made but a brief argu- 
ment. He was glad, he said, that the power 
for granting a new trial lay in the discretion 
of the court and was not at the discretion of 
the District-Attorney. He thought the Dis- 
trict-Attorney had conducted the case by his 
allegations in his affidavit more in the man- 
ner of persecution than prosecution. He 
dwelt§ upon the fact that his client did not 
wish to take advantage of any technicality, 
but simply wished a fair and impartial trial 
by jury of the proceedings upon their merits, 
and that he would waive any such advantage. 
He evlogized Judge Jenkins. 

„Many years ago,” he said, Judge Jen- 
kins was the nominee for Governor of this 
State. There was a bitter contest, and while 
his opponent vented plenty of spleen against 
his party throughout the length and breadth 
of the State, not one word could be said 
against Judge Jenkins as a man of honor.“ 

At the conclusion of the argument the court 
granted the motion of Judge Jenkins, and 
ordered the trial set for the next day of the 
jury term, the first Tuesday in January, and 
that the trial be upon the merits of the case.

Vaillant’s criminal record was made public 
this evening. He was condemned by the 
courts for the first time in 1868 at Charle- 
ville. He was then sentenced to a week's im- 
prisonment for vagrancy. Iwo or three 
months later he was sentenced in Marseilles 
for begging to three days’ imprisonment. In 
Algiers, one year later, he was imprisoned 
three months for theft. In 1881 he received 
a sentence of one month for theft. 

Two weeks ago Vaillant published in La 
Revolte a request that Socialist and Anarchist 
authors send him their books to form a popu- 
lat library. A detective was sent to look up 
the source of the advertisement. After he 
had obtained from Vaillant a full statement 
of opinions he reported that Vaillant was a 
most violent Anarchist. 

The police are taking every precaution for 
the safety of publie buildings. The Palais de 
Justice, the Palais du Luxembourg, the 
bourse, and a dozen other conspicuous build- 
ings are guarded strictly. 

Letters and resolutions of sympathy have 
been received from almost all the legislative 
bodies of Europe.

excuse for action against Socialists as much 
as against Anarchists. The Figaro says the 
final object of Anarchists and Socialists may 
be different, but both desire the same thing 
and begin with the destruction of the existing 
order of society. Acts of Anarchists, dynamite 
outrages, etc., tending to this are the re- 
forms sanctioned by socialism. 

The new law on the press introduced by the 
government this afternoon was passed by the 
Chamber without being read by it. The law 
punishes with one to five years’ imprisonment 
and 100 to 3,000 francs fine all who shall in- 
cite or justify crimes of violence or who shall 
attempt to turn soldiers from their duty. The 
seizure and destruction of. offending journals 
is provided for. The Senate refused to pass 
the law offhand and deferred it until tomor- 
row. 

The correspondent saw tonight Jules 
Guesde, leader of the advanced Socialist 
party in the Chamber and the most scientific 
exponent of socialism in France. He was in 
company of several Socialist Deputies. 
Guesde said: An attempt is being made by 
the government to turn this foolish crime 
against the Socialists. We are not in the least 
afraid. On the contrary, our victory is meas- 
urably nearer. In ten days every 
one will have forgotten the bomb; 
only the stupidity of the government 
will be remembered. They make the Social- 
ist party responsible for the act of the man 
who threw the bomb, The press law is only 
directed against us; Anarchist sheets will dis- 
appear at once; an active crusade of persecu- 
tion is begun against us. This law will be re- 
turned even by the reactionary Senate as too 
great an outrage on liberty. The Premier 
spoke of protecting individual liberty; he 
has replaced it by ministerial liberty. 
The government is responsible for the bomb 
throwing. I will prove in the Paris press 
shortly from memoirs of Andrieux that that 
man, when Prefect of Police, founded the 


Anarchist attempt to blow up the Thiers statue 
at St. Germain and other outrages. Anarchy 
is the prevailing form of insanity, but the 
bourgeoisie is responsible for it.“

TO GIVE TO THE POOR. 


MANY OHRISTMAS CELEBRATIONS 
WILL BE DONATION PARTIES. 


Leading Churches Have Decided to Fore- 
go Their Customary Expenditures for 
the Decoration of Their Edifices and 
Give the Money te the Suffering=— 
Others Say Custom Will Be Observed 
but the Poor Will Be Remembered as 
WelleHow the Sentiment Prevails, 

The determination of the Church of the 


Heavenly Rest in New York fo dispense with. 


costly Christmas devorutions this year and to 
devote the $500 which would otherwise be 
spent thus to the relief of the suffering poor 
has attracted the attention of the pastors of 
Chicago, some of whom had independet tly 
reached the same conclusion, and some of 
whom are inclined to imitate the New York 
example. Some, however, are not able to see 
its wisdom. 

The Rev. Dr. McGuire. pastor of St. James’ 
Catholic Church, when asked for his opinion 
said: 1 am not sure that the New York 
church is right. If people are inclined to 
me that 
the house of God and the worship 
of God should be the last things 
to retrench, and not the first. If, for in- 
stance, a person who contributes to Christmas 
church decorations also chews tobacco and 
drinks whisky, I should think that he ought to 
give up these vices before he stops his contri- 
bution to church aecoration. I shall not dis- 
pense with the usual decorations in my church 
this year; neither shall I forget the poor. 
Some people are having a spasm of charity 
just now; but ifthey would visit my parish 
they would discover that what is a. spasm with 
them is a habit with us. Every Catholic 
church has its St. Vincent de Paul Society, 
and nothing in the way of destitution and suf. 
fering escapes it. 

Where the People Give to All. 


The Rev. Dr. John Rouse, rector of Trinity 
Episcopal Church, said: ‘I certainly admire 
the course of the vestry and rector of the 
Church of the Heavenly Rest. If the $500 
for Christmas decorations was paid out of a 
given fund and would reduce by so much the 
contribution to the poor there can be no 
doubt that they have done the right thing. It 
is not always true, however, that if a certain 
amount is not spent on Christmas decorations 
it will be spent on the relief of the poor. Many 
people contribute to decorations who will-not 
contribute to the poor, and many contribute 
to the decorations who will not on that ac- 
count contribute any less to the poor. In 
the case of my own church this is 
hardly a practical question, as I do not 
suppose our Christmas decorations coat over 
$40, and I am sure that this outlay does not 
reduce our contribution to the poor. If we 
were in the habit of spending $500 this way I 
would of course be in favor of reducing the 
amount. About Christmas gifts also 1 am 
conservative. It looks inappropriate to Javish 
large sums, in times like these, on Christmas 
gifts to persons who do not need them, and I 
think it is so. But at the same time it is im- 
portant that human affection should have an 
expression, even if the gifts this year be more 
modest that the benefactions may be larger. 
Jam, nevertheless, deeply impressed with the. 

revalent destitution and suffering, and be- 

ieve t we should lay large and liberal 
plans t6 succor every one who is in want.“ 

The Rev. Dr. S. J. McPherson, pastor of the 
Second Presbyterian Church, said: I heart- 
ily approve of the action of the Church of the 
Heavenly Rest. Whetner my church will take 
the same course depends on the different 
committees having Christmas exercises on 
nand, and whom I have not ccnsulted» I 
think, though, that we never spend more than 
$150 in this way. That the spirit of the New 
York church exists in our church also is shown 
by the action of our Sunday-school, which 
will not only have a holly fair next Friday 


night for the benefit of the poor, but has de- 


cided that at its Christmas festivities each 
scholar, instead of freceiving a present as in 
former yeurs, will bring a present for the 
suffering poor. The church, too, is actively 
at work in the same direction. Although we 
always employ two lady missionaries, we are 
at present maki a special canvass to dis- 
ver cases. of destitution. I think that 
re is room for a needed reform 
also in the matter of Christmas 
ifts. The expensiveness of these gifts 
increased immensely, to my certain 
knowledge, in the last fifteen years. There 
must come a reaction before long, and I 
think the present an excellent time to inaugu- 
rate the reform. It would bea splendid thing 
if all the money thatis absolutely * on 
Christmas gifts every year could be this 
year turned into the channels of charity.“ 

The Rev. Dr. H.W. Bolton of Centenary Meth- 
odist Church said: Ithink the Church of the 
Heavenly Rest has done rig ht, but it was not, 
I Sa the first nor the only church to do it. 

ple of my church came to the same 
— usion some time ago. We would prob- 
ably have spent $250 on the merely orna- 
mental features of our Christmas celebration. 
But we have made up our minds to dispense 
with the decorations and add $250 to our 
charity fund. These are no times to squan- 
der money on luxuries and vanities, even in 
connection with religion. Our first duty is to 
the suffering poor of Chicago.“ 

Its Entire Celebration a Charity. 

The Rev. Dr. R. S. Martin of Grace Epis- 
copal Church said: I suppose every one will 
applaud the exathple of the Church of the 

ea venly Rest; certainly I do. But my 
church will imitate it only in the spirit. We 
are not given to extravagant decorations at 
Christmas, and as they are almost entirely for 
the delight of the children, many of whom 
are poor, we have not thought it best to dis- 
pense with those decorations. On the con- 
trary, we have decided to increase them. But 
we have also decided to make the entire cele- 
bration a charity. We — to give every 

needy child something really valuable to take 
home with him. If our — were not 
a necessary part of this charitable scheme we 
would be only too glad to dispense with them, 
for the good of the poor. 

The Kev. Dr. J. M. Caldwell of the South 
Park Avenue Methodist Church said: ** My 
church never spends much on useless Christ- 
mas decorations, but we have, without know- 
ing of the case in New York, already decided 
to dispense with them in favor of charitable 
objects. We have: gone further than this. 
There is quite an inclination, not to say an 
agreement, amo my people to omit this 
year their usual Christmas gifts and to devote 
the money usually spent in this way to the re- 
lief of human suffering. These Cheletinns 
gifts are almost never a of utility and 
still less articless that are needed, and I think 
it — shame that millions of dollars should be 

on them this winter when so many 
people right 3 ome eyes are suffering for

Rev. Dr. N. H. Axtell of the Ravens- 
ou Methodist Church said: We Method- 
ists are not much given to vain and costly 
Christmas displays. There is never any 
money wasted on these displaysjin my church. 
If you 1 will visit us Christmas you will find 
that our decorations consist of pyramids of 
bread, festoons of sausages, circles of canned 
fruits, strings of turkeys, and piles of every 
kind of food, and all for the poor. We have 
no vccasion to imitate the Church of the 
Heavenly Rest.“ 

The Rev. C. E. Mandeville of the Engle- 
wood First Methodist church said: ‘Owing 
to the recent fire in our house of worship, 
which has — us somewhat, my people 
would not, under any circumstances, have 
spent much this year on Christmas decora- 
tions.

TO MAKE WOODEN HOUSES FIREPROOF. 


Nicholas T. Nilsson of Chicago Says He 
* Has a Preparation. 

Inventors have searched in vain for some- 
thing that could be used on wooden building 
material which would make it fireproof. 
Nicholas T. Nilsson, a young Chicago chem- 
ist, thinks he has discovered the secret, and in 
a few days he says he will offér it tothe world. 
His invention is a chemical preparation that 
can be soaked into wood andj it is said, 
render it absolutely impervious Yo fire. It 
may be used both in solution and gaseous 
form, and he says a frame house 
built of timber thus treated will 
be just as sate as one built 
of brick. A long continued and hot fire would 
char the wood but never burn it. There is 
naturally a great deal of gas in the stuff, and 
in case of fire, should the timbers become 
heated to any considerable extent, this gas 
would explode and put the fire out. It is said 
to be just as good for preparing material used 
in the construction of railroad cars as houses 
or barns, and railroad men as well as building 
contractors will have their attention called to 
it. The preparation can be made in quantities 
at a cost of net to exceed four cents 
a gallon, and it would not add 
more than 100 pounds to the weight of an 
ordinary passenger eoach, Mr. Nilsson 
made a small test of the invention yesterday 
to demonstrate that it will do everything he 
claims. Several pieces of pine wood, soaked 
in the preparation, were held, first in a flame, 
then dipped in coal-oil, and set on fire. 
only result was a blackening of the wood. It 
did not burn. 


CANNOT USE GAS MOTORS. 


Decision Against the North Chicago Street 
Railway Company. 

The Judges of the Appellate Court yester- 
day denied the request of counsel for the 
North Chicago Street railroad company to 
continue the injunction restraining the city 
from interfering with the use of gas motors 
on the North Side pending a final decision of 
that court on the question taken up from 
Judge McConnell. Assoon as the decision 
was announced Corporation Counsel Kraus 
instructed Chief Brennan to prevent the tak- 
ing of any of the motors from the car barns.

MINISTERS DEOIDE THAT EVILDOERS 
MUST BE SUPPRESSED.

Gambling- Houses and Resorts of Vice to 
Be Closed and the Liquor Trafiic Regu- 
lated=Earnest Urging by Editor Stead 
Results in These Laudable Kesolutions 
Praise for the Toilers- Churches Der- 
elict in Their Duty in Not Making 
Closer Alliances with Them. 


Next Monday afternoon at 2 o’clock the 
clergymen of the city will meet at Willard 
Hall for the purpose of forming a central 
union re‘igious body for ,aggressive work in 
municipal affairs. The city will be divided 
into districts and an effort made to bring 
about enforcement of the laws for the sup- 
pression of gambling, the liquor traffic, and 
other municipal evils which are now upon the 
statute books. This morning a committee 
of prominent clergymen will present them- 
selves before the American Federation of 
Labor to assure them that the clergy is in 
hearty sympathy with their efforts to elevate 
the moral and social condition of the laboring 
man, The committee will be as follows: 


Dr. H. W. Thomas, Dr. O. P. Gifford, Bishop 


Samuel Fallows, Dr. Arthur Edwards, Dr. 
Gilbert, the Rev. Jenkin Lioyd Jones, the 
Rev. M. L. Williston, Dr. Graham Taylor, 
Dr. 1. C. Hall, Rabbi Brown, Brig.-Gen. 
Fielding, the Rev. Floyd Tomkins, and the 
Rev. R. A. White. 

These two decisions were the outcome of 
Reformer Stead’s conference with the eclergy- 
men of Chicago at Wiilard Hall yesterday 
afternoon. Nearly 300 heads of representa- 
tive churches were preesnt, and nearly all the 
larger religious sects were represented. Mr. 
Stead was Chairman of the meeting, and for 
an hour and a half arraigned the churches for 
their failure to draw the workingmen to them 
or to exert a proper influence in political and 
municipal affairs. 

Stead Makes a ae 

Mr. Stead said: 

Workingmen of Chicago tell me they are not 
welcome at the churches and that the house of 
God is no longer a common meeting place for 
rich and poor. They say the ministers are all 
right, but that the pewholders, who in fact con- 
trol the situation, make it too bot for the preach- 
er who tries to make the church a place for the 
* as woll as the rich. I have been told that an 

piscopal clergyman named Osborne endeavored 
a few years ago to make his church a common 
meeting place for rich and poor, and was com- 
pelled by his rich pewholders to quit. I asked a 
minister why he allowed himself to be dictated 
to by his pewholders, and he replied he had his 
wife and children to provide for. Another, when 
asked why ministers did not preach upon com- 
mon topics. said they did not care to do so. Thus 
your churches are degradec from organizations 
for the dissemination of the gospel for all to 
of the rich,

Mr. Stead then told of a woman who was 
instrumental in reclaiming four young women 
from a life of shame. The young women 
joined a church. One of the officers of the 
church learned of it and objected to their 
pr esence and they were forced to leave.

might become if properly administered. 
The speaker urged his hearers to be a unit in 
the practical work of life, and advised them 
to form a central body as was done in several 
cities in England. He referred to the work of 
Tammany Hall, which he called the most 
distinctive and business-like of American in- 
stitutions—an organization with its work al- 
ways well in hand. Do for Christ,“ he ex- 
claimed, what Tammany Hall does for 
boodle. When the Church of Christ lives up 
to the level of Tammany Hall there will be a 
great change in the adininistration of the af- 
fairs of American cities.’ 


Unite the Church and the Masses. 


Practical means to bring together the 
masses and the church were then discussed by 
the speaker. He continued: 


Purify your politics. Your politics stink. 
Upon the outcome of your Mayoralty election 
hangs about as many moral issues as ever depend- 
ed upon the results of one election before. If the 
church was doing its duty you wouldn't be here 
today to hear me. Loud be working for the 
election. But your churches have lost their in- 
fluence. Politics stink, and you are responsible 
forit. This present crisis may be the greatest 
blessing that has yet come to you since the first 
log hut was built on the shores of Lake 1 
It gives you an opportunity to show that the 
churches of Christ are one—one heart, one 
church, which is ready to say we will no longer 
differ as to original sin or a future state, but we 
will work hand in hand for the redemption of our 
fellow-men.

He was a creature 
of the pit: once a miner, always a 
miner, even unto the third and 
fourth generation of his descendants, 
and a fixture of the property, sold with ita sale to 
any new owner. If we cau look backward to 
those days with longing through the windows of 
our common schools and our voting booths it is 
because we have lost the virtue to look forward. 
It will come true again that those who avert 
their faces from the hopes and the duties that 
call them on will turn to stone-pillars of salt, 
and of salt that has lost its savor. From him 
that hath not shall be taken even that which he 
hath.

The coal miners of England in their recent con- 
test with the mine-owners did more than resist a 
demand for a reduction of wages.

Topay and tomorrow the Election Commis- 
sioners will sit in their rooms on the third 
floor of the City Hall to hear appeals from 
the precinct judges of election by persons who 
may think that their names have been stricken 
wrongfully from the registry.

The three Commissioners seldom have sat to- 
gether.

sponsored by Ald. Coughlin and Ald. Brennar, 
and who had their names restored without 
much trouble. It was quite a different mat- 
ter when an occasional Republican appeared. 
He fell under suspicion immediately and was 
cross-examined severely, The Republicans 
have no representation on the Election Board. 
There ought to be a change this time. The 
Republicans should be represented during the 
sittings today and tomorrow by competent 
attorneys. There will be a large number of 
applicants from the odd-numbered precincts, 
where the Republican judges, being in a ma- 
jority, rejected the claims of the protégés of 
Alds. Coughlin and Brennan. These attorneys 
should keep diligent watch on the proceed - 
ings of the partisan Election Board. If this 
be done the restoration ot the names of sev- 
eral hundred lodging-house Democrats not 
entitled to vote may be prevented. 


Just before the nomingtion of their candi- 
date for the Mayoralty the Demoeratic papers 
and leaders had a great deal to say about the 
necessity of electing a Democrat, claiming 
that if a Republican were chosen it would be 
the same as a repudiation of Mr. Cleveland 
by this city, and to serving notice on Congress 
that the voters of the second largest city in the 
country had had a change of heart since the 
fall of 1892, and were opposed aow to the 
Democratic tariff for revenue only policy as 
set forth in the Wilson bill. 

At that time the Democrats said that only 
national issues should be considered in the 
approaching contest, and that local ones 
should be disregarded, They have changed 
their views wonderfully since then. They are 
not asking people to vote for Hopkins in 
order to indorse Cleveland and the Wilson 
tariff bill. They seem to have made up their 
minds that that is not the way to get votes. 
They are afraid the tens of thousands of un- 
employed voters will not respond kindly to 
the invitation to vote for Hopkins to show 
their approyal of a policy which has deprived 


No doubt they are wise in that. It is better 
not to ask for an indorsement of Mr. Cleve- 
land just now. There are in this city thou- 
sands of men who last year had steady work 
and good wages. Being told by the Demo- 
cratic speakers and their own leaders that the 
eleétion of Cleveland would not reduce their 
wages, though it would cut down the excessive 
profits of employers and that it would also 
make foreign goods cheaper, they voted for 
Cleveland and Democratic Corgressmen. 
These men find themselves now without work, 
Their savings are spent. A hard winter and 
the poorhouse are before them. An appeal to 


‘them to vote for Hopkins and indorse the 


policy that had smashed them would be more 
likely to excite their anger than to reawaken 
the enthusiasm with which they voted for 
„revenue reform last year. They have re- 
formed their own revenues out of existence, 
and their experiences are not pleasant, 

Having been taught by the Democrats that 
it is possible for them to express at a munici- 
pal election their present opinions regarding 
Mr. Cleveland and his tariff policy, there is 
no doubt that a great many of the unemployed 
and ot those whose wages have been cut down 
will avail themselves of the opportunity to do 
so by voting for Swift next week. The Dem- 
ocrats have told them that the defeat of the 
Democratic candidate for Mayor will have a 
chilling effect on the tariff reducers of the 
House and Senate. The unemployed are 
quite willing that the ardor of the free trad- 
ers should suffer abatement. The men who 
are working for half wages would like to get 
their full pay. 

Frightened by the number of men out of 
work and the increasing destitution, the Dem- 
ocrats have dried up on national issues. They 
talk of elevated tracks and garbage disposal 
now, subjects at which they turned up their 
noses afew weeks ago, They say, never 
mind the tariff question. But the men who 
are idle have not forgotten that they have 
been asked to vote for Hopkins as a round- 
about way of voting for Cleveland. They will 
not forget their lesson, and will vote for Swift 
as the directest way of telling Cleveland that 
they want him to call off his free trade 


dogs. 


SOVEREIGN’S QUACK REMEDY. 

The newly-elected General Master Work- 
man tells the Knights of Labor they must 
„ meet the money power in the middle of the 
road with a demand for the free and unlim- 
ited ccinage of gold and silver at a ratio of 
16 to 1.“ He offers that as a sovereign rem- 
edy for many of the ills the workers are heir 
to, though hinting that some other additions 
to the volume of money may be required by 
the exigencies of business. According to Mr. 
Sovereign, this free coinage is to be demanded 
because ‘‘a merciless money power is subju- 
gating labor, robbing industry, and destroy- 
ing the liberties of the common people.“ 

He does not hint at any way in which free 
coinage is to accomplish a release from this 
alleged evil, and he cannot do so. On the 
contrary, the remedy he proposes would be 
one of the most gigaatic mischiefs that could 
be inflicted on the working classes in the 
United States. The Democratic platform, 
for the candidates standing on which many of 
these workers voted, declared truly that the 
farmers and laboring classes would be “ the 
first and most defenseless victims of unstable 
money and a fluctuating currency,” and no 
one who has studied the subject can deny that 
currency instability and fluctuation would re- 
sult inevitably from the adoption of free coin- 
age at the ratio of 16 to 1. The $10 gold 
piece would then be worth as much in buying 
power as eighteen silver dollars, and nobody 
would be foolish enough to pay the $10 gold 
piece in satisfaction of a debt or in payment 
of wages, when the law permitted him to dis- 
charge it with the payment of ten doilars in 
silver coined freely for everybody who pre- 
sented 37,125 grains of it in one parcel at 
the mint. Those who had possession of the 
gold would keep it to sell at the premium of 
80 per cent, as measured in terms of the de- 
based silver unit of currency value, and soon 
find ves able to buy nearly twice as 
much of any kind of property with the $10 in 
gold as could be purchased with $10 in silver. 

The workers at once would be confronted 
with the dire necessity of having to pay nearly 
twice as many dollars ab now for what they 
and their families consume and would find a 
corresponding rise in wages to be a very slow 
process. It was slow to follow the greenback 
inflation during the war, when labor was 


scarce. ,-}¢. must de still more elow to follow 
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now that labor is plentiful. It would be u. 
the harder, as the reduction of nearly 50 per 
cent in the buying power of all the silver. and 


paper currency in the country would mean a 


corresponding cutting down of the ability of 
capital to employ labor, which deficiency 
could not be at once compensated by the 
other additions to the volume of money 
that Mr. Sovereign admits might be needed, 
For many months, if not years, the manufact- 
uring and commercial activities of the coun- 
try would be prostrated for lack of sufficient 
capital in the shape of money and the toilers 
be depressed into a far worse poverty than 
that of which they now complain. After the 
equilibrium was restored they would be no 
better off in current earnings than at present, 
while they would be suffering from the set- 
back of enforced idleness, added to a loss of 
nearly 50 per cent on all the money savings 
that have been accumulated from the pro- 
ceeds of labor in the past. 

So the remedy proposed by the new Gen- 
eral Master Workman is a quack remedy, It 
is one that would be far worse than the dis- 
ease, one of the kind that kills the patient it 
is promised eo cure. It would set back the 


toilers several years in the path of progress. 


which had been pursued by them fora long 
time up to the point where they met with the 
slough interposed by the advent of the Demo- 
cratic party to power. That it is a quack 
remedy must be evident to every one of the 
workers who will stop for a.moment to think 
what ia the main essential to his prosperity. 
That essential is an active demand for his 
labor. When that demand is good his wages 
are relatively high, when dull his wages are 
relatively low; that is in each case compared 
with what he has to pay for articles used and 
consumed by himself and family. He can- 
not expect to-get pay without working for it, 
though the country were full of money. The 
labor market is dull now, and there is a super- 
abundance of money at the principal centers, 
so that a lack of money in the country can- 
not be the cause of the present dullness, 
Therefore more money,” whether the addi- 
tion be of silver or paper, is not what is re- 
quired to make the labor market again active 
and the toijler prosperous. 

Mr. Sovereign has spoken without due con- 
sideration. He is hereby recommended to 
think again, and not a second time declare 
himself without having weighed the pros and 


-cons of the question. It is a pity he was so 


precipitate, but he has plenty of time before 
him in which to think it over and arrive at 
the conclusion that he made a huge mistake 
in recommending the Knights of Labor to de- 
mand free coinage on an impracticable ratio 
between gold and silver. Then he will not be 
lowered in the estimation of those to whom he 
assumes to speak if he admits having made a 
blunder, and be wiser than when he penned 
his first address to the Knights over whom he 
has been called to preside. 
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GARBAGE AND ELECTRIC LIGHTING. 

The authorities of the London Parish of St. 
Pancras have decided on a novelty in the dis- 
position of the garbage gathered there. They 
wiil combine a crematory with an electric- 
light plant, a large part of the power for the 
latter being obtained from the combustion of 
the obnoxious material. The first constructed 
plant will serve about half the area of the 
parish. It is expected to supply electricity 
for about 4,800 incandescent lamps of 16 
candle-power each, and to dispose of 1,200 
tons of refuse per week. The ‘‘ destructor”’ 
will consist of eighteen cells or retorts. The 
heated guses from them will pass around the 
outer shells of five boilers of 200 horse-power 
each, and then escape to the chimney by the 
main flue under the front end of the boilers. 
It is estimated that the double process will 
effect a suving of $22,000 per year. 

The St. Pancras plan might be commended 
to the attention of the municipal authorities 
here but for one important fact, recently an- 
nounced if not recently discovered. Assist- 
ant Superintendent Steele of the Streets and 
Alleys Department is quoted as authority for 


the statement that no garbage can be found 


in Chicago in cold weather, and for this rea- 
son the new crematory near the foot of Huron 
street is doomed to remain idle for several 
months to come. Under some mysterious 
condition, which distinguishes Chicago from 
all other cities in the known world, no gar- 
bage is produced here during the winter sea- 
son, or it disappears so completely that not 
enough is left to attract the notice of the 
scavenger or warrant him in pursuing the avo- 
cation which is so agreeable to himself and 
others in the summer time. The boxes that 
line the alleys, and in some places encumber 
the sidewalks, have a property the reverse of 
that which made the widow’s cruse a blessing. 
They are never full in the cold months. They 
receive daily contributions from the house- 
hold, but the material vanishes, and there is 
none to be found by the men who have been 
educated up to the ability of discovering it by 
signs undistinguishable by the ordinary citi- 
zen. Hence the idea entertained by some 
people, that the alleys are reeking with gar- 

o At the present time, is a mistaken one. 
They Must, be dreaming. They carry their 
recollections of July and August into Decem- 
berand January. If they should testify in 
court to what they suppose to be an unpleas- 
ant fact their testimony would be worthless 
by the side of men who are paid to know 
whereof they affirm when stating it as indis- 
putable that no garbage can be found in Chi- 
cago in cold weather. 

It is a great pity that many thousands of 
our otherwise intelligent citizens should be 
deluded so grossly as to believe the boxes are 
full to running over and the alleys reeking 
with accumulated filth, though assured by 
competent authority that no garbage can be 
found there. Surely it should be worth while 
to undeceive them. This tould not be done 
in a better way than by opening night schools 
for their instruction in the art of how not to 
see garbage. As it is admitted the scav- 
enger department can find nothing to do till 
next spring, some members of the force could 
be spared to convey the required instruction. 
Their services need not cost anything extra, 
and no money should be required to 
pay for halis or lighting them. The alleys 
themselves would be the most appropri- 
ate places for the gatherings of the teach- 
ers and their classes. As the best botanical 
instruction is given in the fields where the 
plants and flowers grow, so the best education 
in the art of not seeing garbage would be de- 
rived in the alleys where the Stuff is supposed 
by the pupils to be, but on the authority of 
the teachers is not. The beauty as well as 
utility of this plan is that the winter course 
of instruction being a pronounced success it 
could be extended into the summer. A single 
additional step would suffice to prove that no 
garbage can be found in the alleys in hot 
weather, and the experience of numerous 
scavengers who draw pay in that kind of 
weather could be cited in support of the the- 
ory. Then we should have the double advan- 
tage of a city pronounced to be clean, and so 
kept without the necessity of paying for scav- 
enger service in any part of the year. 

The authorities of the Parieh of St. Pancras 
think they have stumbled on a big thing, and 
are heralding the same tothe world. They 
do not understand their business. If they did 
they would send for Assistant Superintendent 
Steele and pay him royaliy to convince their 
people that no garbage can be found in their 
midst, that they are laboring under a great 


delusion, that they do not need to pay for re. | 
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moving and Durning stull that uns no 6xist- 
ence except in the distempered imaginations 
of a few who do not know it when they see it, 
and equally do not know that what they sup- 
pose to be garbage is nothing of the sort, but 


harmless stuff which is a benefit instead of an | 


injury. They should by all.means send for 
the gentleman. Chicago can spare him, at 
least for awhile, 


TAXING TO PAY WAGES, 

The people of Danbury, Conn., are passing 
through a novel experience. The town is 
dominated by recent workersin the hat fac- 
tories. Not being satisfied with the wages of- 
fered them by the employers these workers 
have thrown up their situations and voted to 
themselves pay out of the town treasury. 
Their first assessment for this purpose on the 
taxpayers is for $50,000, and probably they 
count on making another, if not interfered 
with, before they gain the victory over their 
employers. At present the latter seem to be 
taking the matter easily. They say they own 
but about 8 per cent of the property in the 
town and can better ufford to pay the $4.000, 
which is their proportion of the tax, than to 
pay the wages demanded by the operatives in 
the hat factories. The merchants are in 
deeper trouble. They have nothing to gain 
and probably much tolose. They feared to 
oppose the vote for an appropriation lest the 
workers should boycott their stores. They 
have to pay their share of the tax anyhow, 
and may have to pile up accounts ultimately 
to become bad debts or lose the custom of 
persons who are not hat-workers, but are 
thrown out of employment by the labor 
strike. 

While it would be natural for some of the 
other taxpayers in Danbury to protest in the 
courts against this misappropriation of their 
money to help men who could have all the 
work they want if content to labor on the 
terms offered by employers, who say they can- 
not afford to pay higher wages and continue 
in the business, possibly they too will be ter- 
rorized into silence. In that case the strikers 
will have it all their own way—for a while. 
But such conditions cannot last. It may be 
argued for the strikers that the $50,000 taken 
from the taxpayurs of Danbury will be spent 
among and by the consumers of that town, so 
tat the local merchants will get it all back 
again, and that the money will stay there, so 
that as a whole the townspeople will be just as 
well off as before. The irresistible conclusion 
from such a course of unreasoning must be 
that it would cost the community nothing to 
maintain in idleness several hundred men 
who used to get a living by making hats, but 
refuse to do it any longer. Still another inev- 
itable deduction must be that all the rest of 
the workers in Danbury and other places can 
be maintained in the same way, without ‘the 
necessity of manual exertion on their part. 

Some of the people who pose as labor lead- 
ers talk and write as if they fanciedisome such 
thing as this were possible. That is, they talk 
of it as possible for the few in a particular 
trade to get bigger wages than can be paid 
without selling the products of their labor at 
a loss to the employer, and they ask other 
workers in other lines to aid strikes because 
they too are to have their turn in realizing the 
impussible. According to them it is imma- 
terial what prices are obtained for the hats 
made in Danbury or whether any hats be 
made or not,so that the men who have learned 
how to make hats shall get their wages.“ It 
is fair to the great majority of workers in the 
United States to say that they would deem 
such a plea absurd if it were placed properly 
before them. The trouble is many of them 
do not stop to ask if their leaders are preach- 
ing common se... or nonsense. 

The point raised in Danbury is an intensely 
interesting one and as such the fact and its 
outcome should be published far and wide. If 
the workers in hatmaking or any other line 
of industry have the right to assess the com- 
munity in which they live to maintain them 
in idleness when they are able to obtain em- 
ployment, it is time the fact were known, If 
the right exists and is established by law un- 
doubtedly the example of the Danbury hat- 
ters will be followed in many other places 
and to an extent that will render it unneces- 
sary for the General Government to impose 
an income tax or any other kind of tax upon 
the people. If no such right exists it will be 
well to have that fact forced on the attention 
of the mistaken hatters of Danbury as speed- 
ily and as forcibly as possible. 


WORK SCARCE AND WAGES LOW, 

There are tens of thousands of men in this 
city who have no work. The percentage of 
the unemployed is larger than ever before, 
larger than it was in the winter of 18753. 
The streets of New York are full of men who- 
have nothing to do. It is estimated that there 
are over 110,000 idle men in that city and 
75,000 in Brooklyn. : 

While every place, large or small, has its 
unemployed those for whom there is anything 
to do have to accept lower wages than before, 
The wage scale is being cut everywhere, and in 
the majority of cases the employés submit 
for the excellent reason that they see clearly 
that if they do not their places would be filled 
in a minute or the factories would be closed. 

The wagesinthe iron mills in and near 
Pittsburg are boing reduced about 35 per 
cent, and while some of the men talk of strik- 
ing the majority ask themselves what is to be 
gained by it. Many of them have been idle 
for months. They reason that it is better to 
earn a little than to be beggars. Notices of a 
reduction of 15 per cent are being stuck up 
in the Massachusetts woolen mills. Men 
working in cotton mills who went out be- 
cause of a 9 per cent cut have decided that 
something is better than nothing, and have 
gone back to work. 

It is easy to understand why so many fac- 
tories are closed or running on half time and 
why wages have been cut a third. Merchants 
are buying nothing. They are buying neither 
foreign’ nor domestic goods. The Chicago 
merchants, for instance, are carrying smaller 
stocks than ever before. They did not make 
their usual large purchases last spring and 
summer. They bought only fob immediate 
consumption. So did all the dealers in small 
towns. So did consumers. 

The merchants knew that the Democrats in 
Congress would pass a law reducing tariff 
duties on foreign goods. Therefore they 
bought sparingly, for they did not wish to be 
caught with large stocks on hand which they 
would have to sell at a loss. They knew that 
the price of domestic goods which compete 
with foreign ones would fall also after the 


«Democratic tariff bill wus passed. So they 


bought of such goods merely from hand to 
mouth, 

The demand for the products of the mill and 
the factory being lessened thus, the persons 
who managed those establishments had no re- 
source except to shut up or to seil their prod- 
ucts at about the price they would bring if a 
Democratic tariff bill were in force. To do 
the latter it was necessary thé the wages of 
their labor should be lowered. Having found 
out from the Wilson bill about how much of a 
cut will be necessary in order to enable them 
tocompete with the foreign manufacturers 
they are now layfhg these facts before their 
employés. Where work is resumed it is gen- 
erally on the new Democratic tariff scale. 

If it were to be announced tomorrow 
authoritatively that the tariff would remain 
unchanged there would be an immediate de- 
mand for the products. of American labor. | 
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for its passage. 


The closed factories would reopen. ‘The old 
wage scale would return. It is not the in- 
tention of the Democrats, however, that this 
shall happen. They are determined to try 
their experiment regardless of consequences. 
The spectacle of the exist ing distress does not 
move them. The fact that they promised the 
people good times aud good wages and that 
they are giving them just the reverse does not 
seem to worry them in the least. 

Walking delegates and labor leaders who 
advised their people last year to vote for 
Cleveland, and who are talking now of hard 
times and discussing remedies for them, 
should understand that the only place where a 
remedy can be found is in Congress. If those 
workingmen have any influence with Mr. 
Cleveland and the Democratic Congressmen 
they elected in 1892 they will use it to avert 
destructive tariff legislation and thus end the 
hard times and the unavailing hunt for work. 


TWO SOUTHERN GRABS. 

Having failed to crush the North in battle 
the Southern Democrats propose to bankrupt 
it, if they can, through their contro} of the Na- 
tional Government. Of theeleven Democrats 
on the House Judiciary committee seven are 
from Southern States. It is not surprising, 
therefore, that a favorable report should have 
been ordered on a bill torefund the $68,000,- 
000 of cotton tax collected during the war. 
The members of the South are enthusiastic 
The men who denouneed the 
“reckless extravagance of the Reed Con- 
gress in refunding the direct tax, when there 
was a large surplus in the Treasury, are anx- 
ious now to appropriate three times as much 
when the Treasury is empty and when their 
party is trying to pass a tariff bill which will 
cause a shortage of sixty or seventy millions. 
The Southerners will follow up the passage of 
the bill to refund the cotton tax by one impos- 
ing an income tax on the North to raise the 
money. 

This is not the worst. This same Judiciary 
committee has reported favorably ona bill 
to revive the captured and abandoned property 
act of 1865, passed ‘to provide for the pay- 
ment of loyal men for property destroyed 
or taken by the United States forces, with one 
provision to repeal the statute of limitations 
and with another declaring that all claims 
which were adjudicated and dismissed on 
account of the disloyalty of the claimants 
shall be put back on the docket of the Court 
of Claims. That is, every man in arms 
against the government whose hogs or horses 
or corn or fence rails were used by Union 
soldiers is to be paid for them. 

This means an expenditure of thousands 
of millions of dollars. It means being called 
ot. to pay the war debt over again. And this 
measure will be pressed by men who for 
three years have been talking of the extrav- 
agance of the billion-dollar Congress and 
of a Republican administration. They will 
press it because they know it will transfer 
wealth from the North, which was victorious, 
to the South, which was defeated. It will 
cripple the section which won, and make good 
to the beaten one most of the rebellion losses. 
Have the Northern Democrats independence 
enough to vote against this contemplated 
robbery of their constituents?

ENLARGEMENT OF LINCOLN PARK. 

An offer has been made to the Lincoln Park 
Commissioners of a dozen acres of land ad- 
joining the park on the north and extendimg 
as far as Belmont avenue. Having acquired 
possession of this strip of property it is 
claimed that about fifty acres more could be 
obtained at moderate cost by fillingin for a 
distance of about a thousand feet from the 
water’s edge. This addition of sixty acres 
would add 20 per cent to the area of the 
park. 

Almost any proposition to enlarge Lincoln 
Park will meet with the approval of the peo- 
ple. Of the numerous city parks it is the one 
which can be reached with the most ense by 
the greatest number of persons, and it is the 
most crowded of them all. It is the one 
which strangers visit chiefly. It has not been 
forgotten how during the Sundays of last 
summer Lincoln Park was filled with visitors, 
from Fullerton to North avenue. The popu- 
lation of Lake View, in which the park lies in 
part, isincreasing with great rapidity and 
adding to the demand for park facilities, 

The Commissioners are aware of this. They 
know that more ground is needed, and they 
would like to get it. They cannot expand 
except to the north, and they are afraid 
that if they wait too long the property on 
which they have theireyes may be built up. 
But the question is whether those taxpayers of 
North Chicago and Lake View who are in 
favor of an abstract proposition to add to the 
park acreage are willing tu pay the increased 
taxes which the purchase of the dozen acres 
of valuable property offered them will neces- 
sitate. The owners do not propose to give 
away their land; they want a fair price 
for it. 

The Commissioners have not found out yet 
exactly what they would have to pay, though 
they know that it will be in excess of a mill- 
ion dollars. If the people are willing to 
stand the expense in order to add a fifth to 
the park area, and also incidentally to ex- 
tend the Lake Shore drive half a mile far- 
ther north, the Commissioners will be pleased 
to accommodate them. Therefore, if the citi- 
zens of North Chicago and Lake View think 
this extension desirable, as they probably do, 
they ought to let the Commissioners know it, 
and then they can go ahead. 


THE ENGLISH TOWNSHIP BILL, 

Sir Charles Dilke said recently at a meeting 
in London that the County Councils law 
passed a few years ago by the British Parlia- 
ment interfered with and retarded the exten- 
sion of local government in England. The 
Tories fathered the County Councils law and 
commenced at the wrong end. They began 
to build from the top instead of from the bot- 
tom. To this Dilke attributed the intricacies 
and difficulties of the Parish Councils bill 
now before the British Commons, which is 
also, obstructed by the younger Tories and 
which makes slow progress as a consequence, 

This new bill is the most democratic meas. 
ure ever presented in the British Parliament. 
It is another step in the direction of Amer- 
icanizing English institutions. It may be de- 
scribed briefly as an act to apply the princi- 
ples of American township government in 
England. The difficulties arise from the at- 
tempt to harmonize existing laws of a demo- 
cratic character. with the provisions of this 
new township law. 

The bill as it now stands proposes to estab- 
lish in every parish containing 200 people a 
Council of from five to fifteen members, who 
shall have control of public charities, sani- 
tary arrangements, water supply, and the 
power to purchase or to rent, subject to some 
governmental restraint, grounds for allot- 
ments for laborers and mechanics on which 
cottages may be erected. The annual elec- 
tions are to be heldin March of each year 
and women may be elected as Parish Coun- 
cilors, “Neither sex nor marriage” is a 
disqualification for the position. Nor will sex 
or marriage disqualify a person otherwise 
qualified asa voter. Plural voting on ac- 
count of property is not permitted under the 
proposed law. The principle of one man (or 
one woman) one vote is to apply. The elec- 
tions shall be by ballot when a’ ballot is de- 
manded by any number of voters, however 
small, Bequests not of an ecclesiastical char- 


acter hitherto adthinistered by the parish 


clergymen and vestrymen hereafter are to be 
administered by the new County Council. 
tobe maintained and regulated by them. 
Parishes having less than 200 population may 
be grouped for the purposes of the law. 

The bill now pending is also something 
more than a Parish Councils bill. It will 
work a radical change in the constitution of 
the Poor Law boards. They are to be based 
hereafter on popular suffrage that is to say, 
on the same suffrage as the Parish Councils. 
Heretofore the Poor Law Guardians have been 
elected by postal ballot, and plural voting on 
account of property was the rule. Moreover, 
large property-owners were allowed to sit as 
ex-officio members of the Poor Law boards. 
All this is done away with and the poor 
rates — which constitute about one-half of 
the local taxes in Great Britain—will be ad- 
ministered by popular representatives elected 
on the one-man-one-vote principle: The same 
rule will apply to the London Vestrymen. 
The vestries will be Americanized also. 

The Tories dared not oppose the Parish 
Councils part of the bill, but they have tried 
hard to defeat the poor law and vestry pro- 
visions of the measure. If these become law 
the rule of the squire and the parson will be 
overthrown in the English rural districts and 
that of Hodge substituted. But, as Hodge 
has a vote for parliamentary candidates, the 
Tory members from the counties do not care 
to offend him by openly opposing the bill. 
Hence he has resorted to obstruction, and this 
has been facilitated by the intricacies of the 


bill growing out of the attempt to reconcile it 


with recent progressive laws. It is expected, 
however, that it will be passed before the 
Christmas adjournment. 


Tux spectacle at the Art Institute Sunday 
was an inspiring and suggestive one. It was 
the first free and open Sunday since the ded- 
ication of the institute to public purposes, and 
the outcome justified theaction of the trustees 
in erecting the new building and of the city in 
giving the use of the Lake-Front for this pur- 
pose. The institute was open from 1 until 5 
o’clock, and during the four hours nearly 
5,000 persons passed through the various 
halls, enjoying the paintings, statuary, and 
other collections. This multitude was com- 
posed largely of the working people. There 
were some well-to-do people of the middle 
class, but the great majority were from still 
humbler walks of life. They wete orderly, 
well behaved, delighted, and in many cases 
critical spectators. They had a pleasant and 
profitable afternoon and when the doors 
closed went home satisfied and happier for 
coming. Sunday at the Art Institute bids 
fair to become one of the most entertaining, 
instructing, and elevating influences of our 
city life. Its pictures and statues have ser- 
mons for the people that they will not tire of 
hearing and that will be a glad relief in many 
homes during these hard griniing times. 
There should be more of such free and open 
places in Chicago. Too much praise cannot 
be given to the trustees of the institute for 
their thoughtful generosity.

MYSTERY OF THE FORGED TICKETS, 


Sheds Some Light 
Dyrnorr, Mich., Dec. 11.—[Special.]—An 
important arrest has been made here that may 
possibly clear up the mystery of the crooked

porting to have been issued by the Maine 
Central road, good from Portland, Me., to 
California. The baggageman was suspicious 
and presented it to the main office, where it 
was declared fraudulent. The man said he 
got the ticket from H. D. Smith. Smith, 


when seen by the company, laughed 
the joke off, saying he gave 
the fellow an advertising dummy to 


see if he could get his excess baggage checked 
through on it. Strangely enough the com- 
pany let the matter drop and nothing more 
was heard of the tickets directly until week 
before last. An attaché of the accountant’s 
office of the Michigan Central was going to 
Cleveland a week ago last Thursday. Next to 
him sat a man named Beaumont, traveling 
for the Detroit Horse Goods company, who 
presented to the conductor a Maine Central 
coupon ticket which the attaché had before 


seen condemned. He then went to 
the conductor and hada him take 
up the ticket. His suspicions were 
verified, Mr. Beaumont telling him the 


ticket was purchased of H. D. Smith. Mr. 
Beaument was given a pass to Cleveland and 
the ticket was retained. In Mr. Smith’s of- 
fice were found fifty-seven of the coupon 


tickets and also the coupons torg froin the 
ticket used by Mr. Beaumont. ‘here the 
other 942 tickets are is not known.

FAIL TO AGREE ON HIS SANITY, 


Jury at Geneva Undecided as to West- 
garth’s Mental Vigor—Another Trial. 

Geveva, III., Dec. 11.—[Special.|—A sur- 
prise was sprung on a courtroom full of peo- 
ple this afternoon when a jury failed to agree 
on the sanity of John Westgarth. Many wit- 
nesses, most of them near neighbors, were 
sworn, and all said that they believed him of 
unsound mind. Westgarth would have no at- 
torney, although the Judge almost insisted on 
appointing one. Thompson, the Chicago 
police officer who was at Westgarth’s home, 
testified that Westgarth told him he intended 
to carry out the import of the circulars. 
Westgarth's own statement was a rambling 
talk on his career as a politician, 
u writer, and a labor agitator. He 
explained the circular by saying that it was 
not meant in a literal sense and he intended 
to go to the Lake-Front entirely unarmed, 
and the action then taken would depend en- 
tirely on the inspirations of the moment and 
the number and class of people whom he 
should meet. By calling them to arms he 
meant to arm themselves with whatever they 
chose. He was particularly denunciatory of 
the newspapers aud grew excited when dis- 
cussing the labor problems. He considered 
the country on the verge of a revolutionary 
outbreak which will only be stopped by 
bloodshed. At times his voice would become 
almost indistinct, and again he would raise it 
in denouncing the State’s Attorney. A new 
jury has been ordered for Wednesday, when 
he will be again tried.

CAN CONSUMPTION BE CURED! 


What the German Scientists Are Doing in 
This Direction, 

New York World: Dr. F. A. Sternberg of 
No. 946 Lexington avenue, who has just re- 
turned from Germany, has many interesting 
things to tell about consumption cases in 
Berlin, the home of Prof. Koch. 

Dr. Sternberg was voluntary assistant to 
Prof. Leyden of the University of Berlin. His 
uncle is Prof. I. Krauskopf, the great throat 
specialist of Germany, whose clinic at Wies- 
baden has a reputation throughout Europe. 

The most interesting of the recent deve:.- 
opments in the progress of consumption 
eure, said Dr. Sternberg yesterday, is the 
establishment of the fact that tuberculosis is 
not born in the human body. Till recently 
the opposite has been the belief. Extended 
autopsies have been made to clear up this 
point, and it is now proved that. tuberculosis 
is never found in children under 1 year of age. 

„Within a few months a conclusive experi- 


ment has terminated in Berlin. A new-born 
child was taken from its parents, who were 


suffering from tuberculosis. The child was 
brought up ina different place. A second 
child was left with the parents. A third child 
was taken away. The children tuken away 
were unaffe~ted, while the second child fell a 
victim to consumption. 

The treatment of those affected with 
tuberculosis has reached a stage of perfection 
in Berlin which America has yet to attain. In 
hospitais the consumptives are rigorously ex- 
cluded from association with other patients. 
Their wards are carefully isolated. The care- 
lessness of other days, which still largely pre- 
vails in other countries. has disappeared in 
Germany. The smallest details are closely 
watched. 

The study of consumption has been great- 
ly stimulated in Germany by the discoveries 
of Dr. Koch. Probably no country has so 
large a body of experts engaged solely on re- 
searches pertaining to lung diseases as has 
Germany. Thishas resuited in a widened 
knowledge of tuberculosis. A lively discus- 
sion among German scientists has now given 
way to an acceptance of Prof. Gerhart’s cal- 
culation that one-seventh of the human race 
is affected with tuberculosis. 

** Does the latest German thought consider 
consumption curable?’’ asked the reporter. 

No, except in the very first stages. The 
entire medical fraternity of Germany is 
against Dr. Koch. His theories have made no 
headway the last year. In fact, they have de- 
cidedly lost ground. The physicians’ opposi- 
tion seems to be more vigorous than ever. 
Prof. Liebreich of Berlin bas tried lately to 
cure incipient tuberculosis by injections of 
cantharides, and secured good results from it 
in the treatment of lupus. 

% Similar successes have been achieved by 
Prof. Lassar, Secretary of the 1890 World’s 
Medical Congress in Berlin. But lupus is not 
intimately enough connected with consump- 


tion to afford any substantia! basis of hope. 


That advanced tuberculosis is utterly beyond 

resent medical skill is, 1 am convinced, the 

liet of the German medical world today.

DRAWS OUT OF MILWAUKEE BOARD. 


The Northwestern Announces That It Will 
Act Independently. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Dec. 11.—{Special ]—The 
public announcement made today by the North- 
western Natioffal Insurance company that it had 
withdrawn from the local Board of Underwriters 
and will hereafter conduct its business as it may 
please without regard to the rules or rates of 
said board, created general surprise among in- 
surance men, who had hoped that harmony had 
been restored through the recent visit of a com- 
mittee from Commission No. 3. The officers of 
the Northwestern company refuse to talk upon 
the matter more than to say that whatever ac- 
tion is necessary to protect the interests of the 
company such action will be taken regardless 
of the consequences. While the withdrawal of 
the Northwestern is generally attributed to tho 
position of the Continental in refusing to return 
to the local board, some agents charge that the 
Northwestern would not have been led to the ac- 
tion but for the criticism of some of its officers 
by certain local agents. The Northwestern isthe 
largest of the local companies and for self-pro- 
tection the Milwaukee Mechanics’ and Concordia, 
the other two local companies, may also with- 
draw. While there is likely te be some rate- 
cutting, agents generally de not look fora de- 
moralization of rates. President McC. Bell of the 
local board said today that in his opinion the 
action of the Northwestern would not demoral- 
ize business for the reason that very few insur- 
ance companies will write policies in this city 
atcut rates. 


Objection to Five-Year Risks. 


A great many companies have quit writing 
term risks on business property, or, in fact, on 
any other property, for a term longer than three 
years for the reason that it costs about 33 per 
cent to get the business on the books and the ex- 
pense of the business and the reinsurance liabil- 
ity exceeds the amount of cash which they get 
for the risk. In making their. statement for the 
first year of the risk they have to figure thus: 
Premium on a five-year risk, say $15; expenses, 
$5, reinsurance liability at 90 per cent, $13. So 
on the face of the returns they show a liabil- 
ity of $13 on a net income of $10. This, it would 
seem, would cause boards of underwriters and 
other people who have the matter of writing 
term risks In their hands to pass some rules re- 
stricting the terms to three years at the most. 
Managers are almost unanimously outs ken in 
their objection to five-year term risks. ey 
lieve that concessions could be made profitably 
on two-year or even three-year business to save 
the clerical expenses of rewriting risks. The re- 
lations of surplus or lack of surplus and large 
amount of reinsurance reserve necessary, which 
are giving companies no end of trouble in annual 
statements, are due in nosmall degree to the 
writing of large volumes of term business. From 
an insurance standpoint there are any number of 
reasons against term-risk writing, physical and 
financial, which tend to make this class of busi- 
ness unpopular.

There are ample assests 
to pay off all the indebtedness and the bank is 
a perfectly solvent institution. Reference is then 
made to the recent action of Directors Mumfo 
Baker, Gobel, and Bortree, who the bill charges 
with having entered into conspiracy with their 
attorneys to extort money from complainant and 
secure from him the pure ase of their shares of 
stock in the bank. Complainant asserts that he 
always discharged the duties of his office faith- 
fully and honestly and management 
was invariably approved by the directors 
until their special meeting of Dec. 9. He 
was not properiy notified of that meet- 
ing, was advised by his lawyers not 
to attend. S. A. Tolman, his brother, was also 
absent, and this left four directors at the meet- 
ing. and one less than a quorum, and as a result 
complaiuant says their resolutions are illegal 
and absolutely void.”’ 

Messrs. Mumford and Bortree are no longer 
holders of stock in the bank, they having pledged 
their shares as security for indebtedness to the 
bank. If the plans decided on at the meeting are 
carried out, the court is informed, the result will 

to mix up and throw a doubt upon 
the title of the bank to its prope pects. 
The court is asked to restrain the parties defend- 
ant from proceeding with the examination of the 
affairs of the bank and William Baker from exe- 
cuting any deed of assignment, and to return the 
property to the custody of Daniel H, Tolman as 
President of the institution. A decree is also 
asked finding that the directors had no interest 
in the p coperty until after the depositors had 
been paid in full and declaring the offices of di- 
rectors vacant. 

Samuel A. Tolman, C. T. Williams, Elmer 
Tolman, and Julia P. Tolman as co-com- 
plainants express their acquiescence in the 
statements set forth in the bill. 

Judge Windes told the lawyers that there 
was reason for further delay. He said the 
parties on apes! should have an opportunity 
to be hea In the meantime he desired 
matters to remain stationary. 

We will not begin any proceedings until 
the receivership question is settled, said 
Bulkley. We are making preparations to

Tolman and his attorney, Max Pam, visited 
the bank later and asked to be rmitted to 
look over the books and papers, but the re- 
ceiver refused the request.

Some Interesting Facts Ascertained by Re- 
cent Surveys of the Country. . 

The Washington Bureau of the American 
Republics has issued an interesting statement 
about the coal and petroleum deposits of Co- 
lombia, many of the facts in regard to which 
have been ascertained from extensive surveys 
recently made by Mr. C. F. Z. Caracristi. 
The goal discovered in connection with the 
construction of the Panama railroad and 
canal is not of great value. the veins being too 
thin and the percentage of carbon too low, 
besides which some of the carbon is infusible 


and in combustible graphite. On the Pacific 


coal measures expose themselves near Punta 
Burica, in Colombia, and on the peninsula 
projection that forms the northern inclosure 
of Gulfo Dulce, in Costa Rica. Work was at- 
tempted in these regions years ago. but the 
results were meager, because the exploring 
party did not go sufficiently far into the in- 
terior to reacha healthy carboniferous for- 
mation. The surveyor considers it feasible to 
mine good coal ata distance of fifteen to 
twenty miles from the coast. The measures 
cover an area of about 100 square miles, and 
are about equal to the coal beds of Chester- 
field County, Va. 

The region of the streams which flow into 
the Gulfo de Uraba or Darien del Nord con- 
tains the most promising coal deposits of the 
Atlantic coast of South America. About four 
miles up from thé mouth of the Rio Volcan 
the veins are from three to twenty feet thick, 
and these extend southward a distance of not

In their whole distance along the Darien in 
Cauca and the shores of Bolivar, toa point 
opposite Puerto de Colombia, the coal meas- 
ures have an area of 7,800 square miles, or 
equal to that of Alabama. The visible sup- 
ply of coal in Cauca and Bolivar alone is esti- 
mated ut not less than 18 billion tons, the 
cost of mining which is placed at 
about $2.10 as against $1.62 in Penn- 
sylvania. A short distance from the 
coal on the Gulf of Uraba there are extensive 
strata of oil rock. Some forty springs have 
been found, one of which gushes oil enough 
to filla six inch pipe. They are ata distance 
of one to three miles from the shores of the 
gulf, to which a pipe line might be constructed 
at a cost of about 514.000. The oil is re- 
markably pure, and it is thought the develop- 
ment of the industry there would result in the 
control of the petroleum market for South 
America. One of the springs seems to prove 
conclusively the error of both chemist and 
geologist as to the origin of petroleum. Coal 
was also found in well defined veins at several 
other points, notably at the base of the mount- 
ains near Santa Marta, and in one place ex- 
tensive beds of the best quality of cannel coal. 
In the department of Cundinamarca the coai 
measures cover an area of about 3,000 square 
miles, and deposits of coal and petroleum are 
found in Boyaca. 

Mr, Caracristi figures out a consumption of 
about 80,000 tons of coal per year by rail- 
roads, foreign ships on their way from Co- 
lombia to their respective ports of entry, and 
steamers now plying on Colombian rivers, if 
the latter should cease burning wood and con- 
sume cual. Ihe development of the Colom- 
bian coal beds would be a great economic fac- 
tor to the nations of South and Central Amer- 
ica after an interoceanic canal is built. He 
estimates that it would involve a reduction of 
10 per cent in the cost of transportation be- 
tween thy United States and South American 

rts. Ot course it would largely increase the 
importance of Colombia among the nations 
of the world. 


NEW YORK FEARS THE SMOKE NUISANCE 


A Little Use of Bituminous Coal Brings 
Out Vigorous Protests. 

New York, Dec. 11.—/[Special.]—When 
people from the West come to New York, that 
is, if they enter the city by any other line 
than the New York Central, about the first 
thing they see as they look froin the ferryboat 
as it crosses the North River is a great big 
chimney belching volumes of smoke. One 
really cannot see much difference between 
New York and Chicago or Pittsburg or some 
of the places where bituminous coal is used, 
as he sees this city from across the river. 
When he iand@ he tinds the situation, 
so far as the smoke nuisance is concerned, is 
not as bad asin the Western cities referred 
to, but for all that it is bad enough in the 


North River bank. Most of the trouble is 
caused by a single chimney which belongs to 
the New York Steam Heating company. In 
the last few weeks it has caused many a New- 
Yorker, who had been in the habit of going to 
his business in the morning with a kind of 
“thank God our city is not as other 
cities are feeling, to sigh as 
he .blew the soot from his shirt 
front. Justa little smoke is hard for the 
New. V orkers to tolerate.’ The average citizen 
in this town does not really know much about 
what a first-class smoke nuisance is. His 
imagination can't picture a situation as Pitts- 
burg or Cincinnati: presents, so when the 
steum company's chimney commenced to 
smoke a few weeks ago the New-Yorkers coin. 
menced to fret and stew and kept it up until 
the authorities made an investigation as to 
what caused the offender to use bituminous 
coal. This chimney was not the only 
one in this big city that smoked, but 
for some reason it received the most 
attention from the newspapers and apparent- 
ly from the authorities.
